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This  booklet  is  a  tribute  to  the 
sons  of  Roswell  Temple  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Case,  whom  I  was  privileged 
to  know  and  esteem  in  my  early 
life.  That  their  qualities  of 
integrity,  forcefulness  and  high 
ideals  contributed  much  to  their 
families,  and  to  the  towns  of 
Granville  and  North  Hebron,  has 
always  been  a  source  of  pride  to 
me.  Their  lives  were  an  inspira¬ 
tion  which  it  is  not  possible  to 
recreate  for  those  who  did  not 
know  them.  This  is  offered  in 
loving  memory.

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ROSWELL  TEMPLE  AND  ELIZABETH  CASE 


The  story  of  Rosvell  Temple  and  Elizabeth 
Case  has  long  deserved  to  be  told.  Both  born  soon 
after  1800,  they  lived  for  eighty-five  and  for  ninety- 
two  years  in  the  North  Hebron  and  Granville  areas  of 
Washington  County,  New  York.  Their  success  in  meet¬ 
ing  the  stark  realities  of  those  pioneering  days  can 
best  be  measured  by  the  influential  lives  of  their 
five  sons  and  by  the  marked  contribution  these  sons 
all  made  to  the  community  in  which  they  lived.  Four 
of  their  grandchildren  are  still  living  and  have  been 
able  to  add  details  not  to  be  found  in  town  records 
or  genealogical  books.  This  account  would  probably 
have  been  richer  in  personal  reminiscence  If  It  had 
been  prepared  by  one  of  them.  The  generation  numbers 
appearing  herein,  following  Roswell’s  and  his  descend¬ 
ant's  names,  were  determined  by  their  descent  from  the 
first  Temple  settler  in  this  country,  Abraham,  in 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  16^6.  This  line  of  descent  was 
established  in  the  family  genealogy  entitled  "Some 
Temple  Pedigrees,"  published  1900,  by  Levi  Daniel 
Temple . 

Roswell  Temple8  (Abraham1,  Richard2,  Abraham3, 
Isaac4,  Abraham5,  Joseph6,  Roswell7)  was  born  June 
3,  1801,  at  Hartford,  New  York;  died  August  27,  1886; 
married  February  12,  1824.  He  was  the  son  of  Roswell 
Temple  and  Elizabeth  Baker,  who  were  both  born  at 
Shrewsbury,  Massachusetts,  and  married  there  in  1792. 
They  left  their  parents  and  their  brothers  and  sisters 
in  eastern  Massachusetts  and  settled  at  Hartford  be¬ 
fore  Roswell's  birth  in  1801.  His  grandfather,  Joseph 
Temple,  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  in  1780. 
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The  farm  on  which  Roswell8  was  born  lies  in 
the  flat,  open  country  about  two  and  a  half  miles 
west  of  the  present  village  of  Hartford,  about  a  half 
mile  north  of  the  Glens  Falls -Hartford  highway,  along 
the  Smith  Basin  road.  He  was  the  fifth  of  their 
twelve  children.  Four  of  his  sisters  married  men  who 
were  raised  in  the  same  area  of  Washington  County. 
Elizabeth,  born  in  1793 >  married  Amos  Burch  of  North 
Hebron,  died  in  1824  leaving  five  children,  and  is 
buried  in  the  Due  11  Burying  Ground  on  Burch  Hill, 
about  a  mile  northwest  of  North  Hebron.  (number  1  on 
the  map)  Sarah,  born  in  1797,  married  Peter  Burch, 
also  of  North  Hebron,  died  in  1821,  leaving  two  chil¬ 
dren,  and  is  buried  in  the  same  small  cemetery  with 
her  sister.  Hannah,  born  in  1798,  married  Rev.  George 
C.  Smith,  a  preacher  of  the  Methodist  Church,  had 
seven  children  and  lived,  until  1884,  in  the  North 
Hebron  district.  Lydia,  his  sister  next  younger  than 
himself,  born  in  1803,  married  Chester  Howe,  in  1821, 
had  four  children,  began  her  married  life  in  Poultney, 
Vermont,  moved  to  Plattsburg,  New  York,  and  died  at 
Charlevoix,  Michigan..  These  marriages  all  took 
place  before  Roswell  married  Elizabeth  Case  on  Febru¬ 
ary  12,  1824. 

By  that  date  the  two  sisters,  Elizabeth  and 
Sarah,  had  died  and  Lydia  had  gone  about  fifteen  miles 
out  of  the  immediate  district,  to  begin  her  married 
life.  A  year  after  Roswell's  marriage  his  parents 
and  their  other  seven  children  moved  to  Ogden,  Monroe 
County,  New  York,  and  1830  to  Knowlesville ,  Orleans 
County.  This  left  only  Hannah  and  Roswell,  of  all  the 
family,  in  the  North  Hebron  vicinity.  His  uncles  and 
aunts  had  remained  in  Eastern  Massachusetts,  when  his 
father  had  come  to  Hartford,  and  this  aloneness  of 
Hannah  and  Roswell  probably  accounts  for  the  scarcity 
of  tradition  about  the  Temple  background. 

Elizabeth  Case  was  born  August  8,  1803;  died 
February  6,  1895*  and  is  burled  with  her  husband  at 
North  Hebron.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Abraham  Case 
and  Naomi  Preston.  Abraham  Case5  (John  Case1,  Rich¬ 
ard  Case2,  Timothy  Case3,  Philip  Case4)  was  born 
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December  28,  l86l,  at  Great  Barrington,  Massachusetts, 
and  his  mother  was  Lydia  Soveril.  Philip  and  Lydia 
settled  near  Hebron,  New  York,  before  1776  and  he  was 
a  volunteer  with  the  Revolutionary  forces  at  the  Bat¬ 
tle  of  Saratoga.  The  line  of  battle  skirmishes  be¬ 
tween  Saratoga  and  Bennington  was  only  a  few  miles 
south  of  Hebron. 

Of  Abraham,  the  story  is  told  that,  in  the 
spring  of  the  year  about  1780,  he  rode  in,  with  only 
light  equipment,  to  a  location  about  a  mile  northeast 
of  the  present  village  of  North  Hebron,  along  the 
Granville  road,  and  seven  miles  beyond  any  neighbor  in 
the  Hebron  direction.  On  the  first  day  be  began  a 
cabin,  as  he  cleared  the  land.  He  went  back  to  his 
family  (or  friends)  at  West  Hebron  for  the  night  and 
on  his  return  trip  brought  half  a  bushel  of  meal,  some 
salt,  a  knife,  a  fork,  a  four-quart  kettle,  some  seed 
corn  and  his  gun.  His  original  cabin  stood  at  the 
side  of  the  present  Granville-North  Hebron  road,  clos¬ 
er  to  the  road  than  the  later  (present)  house.  (num¬ 
ber  2  on  the  map)  The  field  of  corn  produced  abun¬ 
dantly  and  was  the  first  corn  crop  in  the  region.  His 
older  brother,  Timothy,  joined  him  sometime  during  the 
season,  later  settling  about  two  and  a  half  miles 
north,  over  the  line  in  Granville.  (number  3  on  the 
map)  He  was  one  of  the  early  supervisors  there. 

A  map  of  the  William  Cooper  Patent  "containing 
2140  Acres,  situated  in  Hebron,  Surveyed  and  Deline¬ 
ated  by  a  scale  of  20  chains  to  an  Inch,  Sept.  1794  by 
P.  Bishop"  shows  that  the  land  of  Abraham  Case  and  his 
father,  Philip,  lay  in  the  east  and  southeast  portion 
of  that  patent.  The  land  of  his  brothers,  Aaron  and 
Timothy,  is  shown  in  the  center  of  the  north  border, 
on  opposite  sides  of  Mount  Tom.  His  use  of  the  land 
was  probably  made  possible  by  an  "Indenture  lease," 
possibly  from  Pierre  de  Peyster  (as  was  that  of  Caleb 
Greene,  who  also  had  land  shown  on  the  Cooper  Patent 
map,  along  the  stream  which,  running  south,  drains 
from  Mount  Tom) .  This  indenture  amounted  to  a  con¬ 
tract  to  buy  after  a  period  of  years,  provided  that 
the  rent  was  paid  in  full  and  an  additional  amount 
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of  cash  added.  The  rent  was  paid  in  grain  (corn)  and 
butter  (in  the  case  of  Caleb  Greene),  corn  bringing, 
at  that  time,  twenty- three  cents  a  bushel  and  butter 
ten  cents  a  pound.  Delivery  was  made  on  horseback, 
twenty  odd  miles,  by  trails  to  Lansingburgh .  (The 
originals  of  the  Cooper  Patent  Map  and  the  Indenture 
Lease  are  in  the  estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  Hicks.) 

Abraham  Case  married,  first,  Ruth  Preston, 
probably  In  1784,  but  she  died  Sept.  2,  1791  and  he 
married,  within  a  year,  her  sister,  Naomi  (born  July 
22,  1766)  .  They  were  daughters  of  Othnle.l  Preston5 
(Roger  Preston] ,  Samuel  Preston2,  Samuel  Preston3, 
Levi  Preston4)  and  Anna  Love.  Abraham  had  thirteen 
children,  two  sons  and  two  daughters  by  his  first 
wife,  and  six  sons  and  three  daughters  by  his  second. 
About  1800  Abraham's  parents,  Philip  and  Lydia  Case, 
together  with  most  of  their  other  children  moved  to 
Condor,  Tioga  County,  New  York,  where  they  died. 

Some  of  Philip's  children  went  on  to  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
and  apparently  were  the  antecedents  of  the  family 
which  founded  Case  Technical  School  of  that  city. 

Elizabeth  was  the  tenth  child  and  was  raised 
in  the  cabin  her  father  had  built  when  clearing  the 
land.  Many  are  the  stories  of  her  childhood  experi¬ 
ences.  One  Is  of  the  time  her  mother  killed  a  bear 
with  an  axe,  when  the  men  were  away  and  the  bear  at¬ 
tacked  their  one  hog.  Another  is  of  the  pine  tree 
which  she  transplanted  in  1815*  the  stump  still  re¬ 
maining  near  the  roadside  and  measures  two  feet  or 
more  across.  Abraham  died  Feb.  8,  1831  and  Naomi 
Mar.  9*  1849,  both  are  buried  at  North  Hebron.

Roswell  and  Elizabeth  lived  on  various  farm 
sites  in  thd  neighborhood  of  North  Hebron.  No  land 
transfers  appear  in  the  County  land  records  earlier 
than  Mar.  23,  1830 ,  when  he  bought,  from  Joseph  Tan¬ 
ner,  Sr.,  twenty-six  acres,  situated  in  the  town  of 
Granville,  beginning  at  Dan  Taylor's  northwest  corner, 
land  earlier  belonging  to  Cummings.  (number  4  on  the 
map)  This  is  one-half  mile  west  of  the  north  and 
south  road  from  North  Hebron  to  the  Hartford  highway 
and  on  the  north  side  of  the  road.  The  stone  slab 
foundation  of  the  present  house  is  apparently  that  of 
their  old  house.  Their  son,  Abram,  was  born  there 
and  possibly  some  of  the  other  boys.  This  they  sold 
Feb.  26,  1833  to  Joseph  Tanner. 

On  Feb.  5,  1833,  they  bought  from  Israel  Ely 
the  northwest  corner  of  Lot  4  In  the  Munro  patent, 
situated  in  the  town  of  Hebron,  probably  located  some¬ 
what  south  of  North  Hebron,  possibly  near  the  property 
long  owned  by  the  Ely  family,  lying  between  the  West 
Hebron  road  and  Smith's  pond. 

About  1836  Roswell  joined  the  Baptist  Church, 
(number  5  on  the  map)  This  church  organization  had 
been  founded  in  l8l6,  in  the  spacious  kitchen  of  the 
farmhouse,  which,  through  the  last  century,  belonged 
to  Luther  Welch  (his  wife,  Phebe ,  was  living  in  the 
house  at  the  time,  being  the  granddaughter  of  the 
owner  and  original  grantee,  Caleb  Greene)  .  (number 
6  on  the  map)  The  farmhouse  is  about  one-quarter  mile 
northwest  of  the  present  church  building,  which  was 
built  in  1828,  and  therefore  in  use  at  the  time  Ros¬ 
well  joined  the  church. 

On  Nov.  29,  1840,  he  bought  four  and  one- 
quarter  acres  in  Lot  6  of  the  Munro  patent  and  sold 
it  Mar.  29,  1845.  Either  one  of  these  last  two  par¬ 
cels,  lying  In  the  town  of  Hebron,  in  the  Munro  patent 
(and  probably  this  last  one)  was  located  high  on  the 
north  slope  of  the  ridge  3outh  of  the  present  town  of 
North  Hebron,  part  of  the  farm  later  belonging  to  George 
Durham,  and  now  to  Truman  Liebig.  It  was  almost  a 
mile  south  of  and  up  the  hill  from  the  present 
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farmhouse.  The  cellar-hole  has  disappeared  during  the 
last  twenty-five  years  (number  7  on  the  map).  It  was 
from  this  high,  hilltop  home  that  the  Temple  lads,  in 
deep  snow  as  well  as  better  weather,  often  barefoot, 
had  to  come  down  to  the  farms  nearer  the  village  for 
live  coals  to  replenish  their  fires.  They  told  of 
taking  off  their  coon-skin  caps  in  order  to  warm  their 
bare  feet  in  them. 

After  the  death  of  Abraham  Case  in  1831 
Elizabeth's  brother,  Merritt  Case,  took  over  the  orig¬ 
inal  farm.  Elizabeth  and  Roswell  gave  her  brother, 
Naaman,  and  her  sister,  Philanda,  a  quit  claim  deed 
to  one -half  the  farm  in  1814,  for  a  consideration  of 
$850.  Land  records  show  that  their  son,  Merritt  Tem¬ 
ple,  acquired  title  to  the  farm  about  1856,  from  Mer¬ 
ritt  Case,  and  the  Temple  descendants  remained  in  pos¬ 
session  until  after  1920. 

The  sons  received  a  common  school  education, 
ending  it  in  their  early  teens  to  go  to  work  for  the 
farmers  in  the  neighborhood.  North  Hebron  had  sup¬ 
plied  schools  early  and  information  is  definite  begin- 
ing  about  1819.  A  private  school,  called  the  North 
Hebron  Institute,  was  founded  in  1850  and ’was  housed 
in  a  good-sized  structure  near  the  village  crossroads, 

“  which  building  has  since  become  the  public  school. 

Adjoining  this  school  building  on  the  south 
was  a  village  inn  of  stagecoach  day3  which  later  was 
made  into  a  private  residence  and  was  the  last  home 
of  Roswell  and  Elizabeth.  They  celebrated  their  gold¬ 
en  wedding  there  in  187^  and  it  was  their  home  when 
Roswell  died  in  1886 . 

A  very  strong  bond  of  loyalty  and  mutual  con¬ 
sideration  existed  among  the  sons  and  between  the  sons 
and  their  parents.  When  any  one  of  them  was  ill,  or 
injured,  or  suffered  financial  reverses  each  of  the 
others  would  arrange  to  go,  by  turns,  to  "sit"  with 
the  ailing.  Their  homes  were  apparently  never  sepa¬ 
rated  more  than  eight  miles  from  one  another.  Two  and 
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possibly  three  of  the  sons  made  trips  to  Minnesota 
and  to  Nebraska  while  considering  the  advisability  of 
joining  the  migration  westward,  probably  about  1875 
to  1880,  but  decided  against  it.  They  all  owned 
farms,  which  gave  them  much  in  common.  In  fact  two 
or  three  of  the  farms  were  owned  at  times  by  two  of 
them  together  and  in  other  cases  sold  by  one  brother 
to  the  other. 

The  second  son,  Merritt,  died  in  1884,  two 
years  before  his  father.  During  the  nine  succeeding 
years,  when  there  remained  the  four  sons  and  their 
mother,  the  bond  between  them  was  even  more  marked. 
The  great  'esteem  in  which  the  sons  held  their  mother 
was  shown  in  countless  ways.  They  consulted  with  her 
on  their  undertakings  and  shared  their  lesser  inter¬ 
ests  as  well.  One  episode  is  of  the  time  one  or  more 
of  them  succeeded  in  killing  an  especially  predatory 
panther  on  one  of  their  farms  and,  because  of  their 
mother's  inability  to  leave  the  home  where  she  was 
staying,  they  took  it  to  spread  out  before  her  that 
she  might  see  its  great  size. 

After  Roswell's  death  Elizabeth  lived  in  turn 
with  her  four  sons  and  with  Merritt's  widow,  Euphie . 
She  lived  longest  with  her  eldest  son,  Edwin,  on  his 
farm  near  Middle  Granville  (number  8  on  the  map)  and 
there  she  died.  Very  fine  granite  gravestones  mark 
her  and  her  husband's  burial  places  in  the  Edwin 
Temple  plot  up  on  the  hill  in  the  North  Hebron  ceme¬ 
tery.

Edwin  Baker  Temple9,  (Abraham1,  Richard2,  Abra¬

b.  Jan.  8,  1825;  d.  Oct.  11,  1907,  Granville,  N.  Y. ;

of  Daniel  Woodard  and  Anna  Case,  who  was  the  sister 
of  Elizabeth  Case,  wife  of  Roswell  Temple8).  The 
"Baker"  in  his  name  was  the  surname  of  his  grandmother 
Temple,  wife  of  Roswell7.  For  twelve  years  after 
their  marriage  they  lived  in  Hebron.  About  1863  he 
bought  the  Deliverance  Rogers  farm  just  south  of  Mid¬ 
dle  Granville  (number  8  on  the  map).  His  mother 
lived  with  him  there  during  her  last  years.  Ir.  1873 
he  became  a  partner  of  J.  E.  Pratt  in  flour,  grain 
and  grocery  trading.  He  dealt  in  cattle  all  through 
the  years.  He  procured  the  charter  for  the  Granville 
National  Bank  in  1875  and  was  its  first  vice-presi¬ 
dent.  In  1878  he  became  County  Supervisor  and  in 
1899  was  elected  County  Treasurer  for  one  term.  About 
this  time  he  moved  into  Granville,  buying  a  house  on 
the  north  side  of  Mettowee  Street,  across  from  his 
brother,  Luther.  He  was  an  active  and  influential 
Republican  and  gave  generously  of  his  time  to  affairs 
affecting  the  town.

He,  of  all  the  sons, 
carried  his  father's  name.  About  1865  he  bought  a 
farm  south  of  South  Granville,  perhaps  a  mile,  on  the 
west  side  of  the  road.  {  number  12  on  the  map)  He 
joined  the  Baptist  Church  at  North  Hebron,  was  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  for  fifteen  years,  was  church 
clerk  for  a  long  time,  and  was  among  the  most  liberal 
supporters  of  the  church.  In  I89O  he  moved  to  Gran¬ 
ville,  buying  a  home  at  the  corner  of  Quaker  and  Met- 
towee  Streets,  situated  in  a  plot  of  two  or  three 
acres,  which  extended  to  the  old  Quaker  Cemetery. 

(The  house  has  been  remodeled  in  late  years  and  has 
been  shorn  of  its  rare  Victorian  style.)  For  many 
years  he  was  Deacon  in  the  Granville  Baptist  Church, 
was  an  early  Director  in  the  National  Bank  and  was  a 
County  Supervisor.  He  was  also  interested  in  the 
Swedish  Baptist  Church  outside  the  town  of  Valley, 
Neb.,  near  his  daughter,  Mary  Robinson,  at  Waterloo. 

He  offered  to  furnish  the  church  with  a  large  stained 
glass  window  if  the  congregation  would  learn  to  sing 
the  hymns  in  English.  They  gladly  met  the  condition 
and  the  window  has  long  been  the  pride  of  the  church, 
having-  been  moved,  a  few  years  ago,  into  their  new 
church  building  near  the  center  of  town.  Both  Luther 
and  Delia  are  buried  at  North  Hebron.

Aug.  20,  1918;  dau.  of 
Luther  Welch  and  Phebe  Tanner);  both  are  buried  at 
North  Bebr'on.  He  joined  the  Baptist  Church  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1849.  They  first  lived  to  the  southwest  of  the

(number  14  on  the  map)  He  and  Sarah  were  among  the 
organizers  of  the  Baptist  Church,  Granville,  1876, 
where  he  served  as  Deacon  until  about  1900.

After  1884  he  was  a  member  of  the  Prohibition  party, 
being  nominated  for  Congress  by  them  in  1888 .  In 
farming  he  emphasized,  in  turn  or  simultaneously, 
raising  potatoes,  strawberries  and  fine  carriage 
horses.  His  ardent  but  unsuccessful  efforts  to  cur¬ 
tail  liquor  sales  in  Granville,  coupled  with  advanc¬ 
ing  age,  finally  caused  him  to  move  back  to  North 
Hebron  about  1907,  where  he  died.
